New York, Jan. l l . —The immense gas 
reservoirs, one of GOO, OOO cubic feet and an­ 
other of 275,000 cubic feet capacity, prop­ 
erty of the Citizens’ Gas Light company, 
and situated at Smith, 
Hoyt, and Fifth 
streets, Brooklyn, exploded almost simul­ 
taneously at 7:45 o’clock Wednesday night, 
with a rumble and roar like that of an 
earthquake. 
In the affected sections, made up of rick­ 
ety tenements and small frame houses, wild 
terror reigned. 
The residents were first 
alarmed by a vicious gale which whirled 
things about, next by a roar which set the 
earth trembling, and then by a blinding 
flame A at shot high into the air and ap­ 
peared to envelope them. 
Ceilings fell in fragments, furniture and 
crockery were jumbled together, and as the 
occupants of the houses rushed to their 
doors and windows another explosion anda 
flash drove them back. Those whoso houses 
fronted on the gas-works scrambled through 
rear windows, and in a moment there was a 
wild rush over fences. 
For a quarter of a 
mile in all directions shattered windows 
were seen, while within the section supplied 
with the company’s gas, bounded by Bond 
street and Atlantic and Hamilton avenues 
and the water front, utter darkness pre­ 
vailed. 
The gas supply being cut off a 
boom was started in lamps and candles. 
Much wonder was expressed on all sides 
when it was discovered there was no loss of 
life and that tho injuries sustained were 
very slight. 
This fact was probably due to 
the great presence of mind of Michael 
Daley, the night watchman, Go years of 
ago, who immediately after tho explosion 
ran into the valve house, outside of which 
he was standing, and turned off tho gas. 
Ho was in the midst of danger, but simply 
had his hat blown off. 
Tho loss is estimated at about $.500,000. 
The second tank that exploded was built in 
1875, and tho people in the neighborhood 
were in constant apprehension because of 
the fact that tho company had had serious 
trouble with it on several occasions. 
When 
the excitement had in a measure subsided 
messengers were sent in all directions to 
notify people that a circuit of gas had been 
established from the works of the Fulton 
Municipal Gas Light company, and that the 
supply would be continued until the damage 
was repaired. 
A arious theories were offered to account 
for tho explosion, but all are mere specula­ 
tion. 
People who "were on the streets at 
the time the accident occurred are unani­ 
mous in the opinion that there was no a t­ 
mospheric disturbance until several minutes 
after the explosion was heard. 
Tho first 
intimation of the accident at a distance 
was a bright glare in the heavens, which 
lit up the whole city a few seconds later. 
A dull report followed, and while people 
were wondering what had occurred a vio­ 
lent storm of wind and rain set in. 
Expert meteorologists seem to think that 
the storm center which had^been coming 
from Pittsburg was hanging over tho city 
and that the explosion precipitated the a t­ 
mospheric disturbances 
which followed. 
There is no doubt about the storm follow­ 
ing immediately in tho wake of tho ex­ 
plosion.

Th© Suspension B ridge is Blown Down 
by the Gale. 
L o c k p o r t, N. Y., Jan. l l . —The suspen­ 
sion bridge situated at Niagara Falls was 
carried away by tho gale about 3 o’clock 
Thursday morning and deposited in the 
river. 
Tho towers and cables remain in 
tact. 
The bridge was completely rebuilt 
last season, and enlarged for double track. 
The materials are entirely iron and steel. 
It is owned by the Niagara Falls and Clif­ 
ton Suspension Bridgo companies, the stock 
being held in Oswego and Canada. 
It al­ 
ways paid large dividends. 
The loss is 
about $75,000. 
The bridge will probably 
lie rebuilt as soon as possible. 
All points 
of interest along the river at*the w ater’s 
edge suffered more or less. 
Tho water was 
never known to be so high. 
The Inter­ 
national hotel was unroofed Several build­ 
ings were blown down in the vicinity.

galo was tho severest known here and lasted 
from 4 p. rn. Wednesday until daylight 
Thursday morning.

The Victims of the Pittsburg D isaster 
Hay Reach Twenty. 
P it t s b u r g , Pa., Jan. 11.—The search 
for victims in tho ruin wrought by W ed­ 
nesday’s awful storm was prosecuted all 
night and will be vigorously continued 
until the debris is all cleared away. 
This will probably take several days, and 
the exact number of victims will not be 
known until tho work is completed. 
No 
bodies were discovered from m idnight until 
G o’clock this morning, when the mangled 
remains of two men were found close to­ 
gether under a portion of one of the walls 
of the Weldin building. 
They were so 
horribly mutilated as to be unrecognizable, 
but were finally identified as the bodies of 
John I. Rogerson and Thomas Jones. They 
were employed as brick-layers on tho ill­ 
fated "VVilley building, and lived at Castle 
Shannon, Pa. 
Rogerson leaves a wife and 
three children. Joseph Gehring, the brave 16- 
year-old lad who was rescued last night after 
being kept alive for several hours by means 
of a gum hose, through which whisky and 
beef tea Avero fed him, died a t Mercy hos­ 
pital this morning. 
The death list now 
foots up to eleven, the wounded thirty-five, 
and the missing eight. 
A number of the 
wounded are in a critical condition, and 
their deaths are momentarily expected. 
There are all kinds of rumors in regard to 
the number still in the ruins. 
One of the 
men working in the building yesterday said 
he was certain they would find at least 
twelve more, but this is believed to he too 
high an estimate. 
None of the men re­ 
ported missing has been heard from, and it 
is believed that at least eight persons are 
still in the debris. 
There is no hope that 
any now in the ruins are alive, so that it is 
safe to say that the death list will exceed a 
score. 
L a t e r —Tho death list of the victims of 
the cyclone here now numbers fifteen, and 
the number of the wounded is thirty-five. 
Of the latter seven are in a critical condi­ 
tion and several are reported to be dying 
No one knows or will know before the 
ruins shall bo thoroughly explored, just 
how many lives have been lost. 
The great 
number of inquiries made a t the morgue 
for missing friends inspires the fear that a 
far larger number than was supposed were 
caught in the falling debris, and Coroner 
McDowell believes that 
twenty-five 
or 
thirty bodies are yet under the bricks. 
Late this afternoon a rumor was current 
that five women were in the ruins in tho 
cellar of W eldin’s store. 
It could not be 
tracked to a reliable source, and it is 
probable that if such were the case it 
would have been known before now. 
Mr. 
Mason, of Weldon & Co., says that one of 
his clerks is missing, and that a woman 
with whom he was trading at the time of 
the disaster has not been heard from; and, 
as they were in tho cellar, it is probable 
that they both have been killed. This after­ 
noon Coroner McDowell impaneled a jury 
from among the business men and old 
residents of the city, and it is proposed to 
make a searching investigation of the 
causes leading to the disaster. 
The jury 
viewed the bodies at the morgue and then 
inspected the ruins, after which an ad­ 
journm ent was taken.

question of State revenues. 
He declares 
that the State should not borrow and that 
the present laws regulating taxation are 
not only inadequate but are not put into 
execution with consistency or uniformity. 
He says: 
“A brief examination of the reports of 
the auditor of publi eaccotfhts will show for 
a series of years the most unfair, 
unjust, 
and partial assessments by local assessors. 
They assess lands and lots with some pre­ 
tense of fairness, but it is a well known fact 
that personal property does not bear its 
fair or just proportion of taxation. 
No 
effort is made by assessors to discover prop­ 
erty beyond these visible resources of taxa­ 
tion. 
The Governor submits a comparative 
statement of assessments of property,show­ 
ing that the total assessment of the State 
decreased from $798,312,891 in 
1885 to 
$783,013,456 in 1888, while the rate of tax 
increased from 42 to 44 cents during the 
same period. 
The Governor declares his belief that un­ 
less some other system of taxat'ou Is adopt­ 
ed tho whole revenue system of the State 
will be wrecked, and urges the adoption of 
tho revenue code submitted to the X X X I Vth 
general assembly by tho commission ap­ 
pointed for that purpose. 
Tho Governor reports the State peniten 
tiaries iii good order. Regarding the Joliet 
prison he says the receipts from the earn­ 
ings of prisoners has fallen off $50, ORO in 
two years, owing mainly to the decrease in 
tho number of prisoners. 
The Governor directs attention to the re­ 
ports of tho board of live stock commis­ 
sioners, congratulates the Btate upon the 
complete extirpation of pleuro-pneumonia 
within its borders, and urges the im port­ 
ance of continuing the work of protecting 
the live stock of the State from outside 
contagion. 
The total expenditures for public schools 
were $10,661,017. 
Of these amounts there 
was paid for salaries for teachers $6,714,- 
516, and the permanent productive school 
funds for the State, not including univer­ 
sity, was $10,383,132. 
The message closes with a statement of 
the condition of the State treasury. J* The 
receipts from all sources from Oct. I, 1886, 
to Sept. 30, 1888, including |$ 3 ,451,711 on 
hand at the first mentioned dat^t were 
$14,211,245; 
disbursements,

A. N. Campbell of the Circuit court granted 
yesterday an injunction restraining the 
Secretary of State from laying before tho 
Speaker of the House the returns of .the 
election for Governor in Kanawha county 
on the ground that a certiorari was pending 
to suppress the returns. 
On the same 
afternoon Judge Guthrie of the Circuit 
court of Kanawha county granted an alter­ 
native writ of mandamus permitting Wal­ 
ker to do what Judge Campbell had en­ 
joined 
him 
from doing. 
To-day the 
Supreme Court of Appeals awarded a rule 
against Judge Guthrie to show cause why a 
writ of prohibition should not be issued 
against him to prevent his interference 
with the injunction. 
Tho rule was made 
returnable to-morrow at 2:30 p. rn. 
Tho House and Senate met to-day, but 
did not do any business, as a deadlock in 
the Senate could not be broken. 
It is 
rumored that the deadlock will continue for 
some time. 
Tho House is organized ready 
for work, but cannot do anything until the 
Senate organizes. 
Tho Republicans say the 
deadlock will not be broken until proceed­ 
ings in court have been abandoned by the 
Democrats.

Tho Browning club of Philadelphia is 
6aid to have the largest member of any in 
America or Europe. 
It numbers 300. Men 
are admitted to membership, but the officers 
and a majority of tho members oTe wo 
men. 
Jane Cobden, daughter of the famous 
Richard Cobden, says that there are more 
than 16,000 members in tho women’s liberal 
associations of England. 
The influence of 
this women’s organization is incalculable, 
and English politicians have always tv 
count upon it in making their calcula­ 
tions. 
Five years ago a numoer of prominent 
New York women organized the Working 
Girls’ Vacation society. 
Every summer 
tho society sends poor, sick girls to the 
country for a breath of pure air, paying 
all expenses of the trip. 
Last summer 416 
girls were supported at country boarding 
houses aud nearly ten thousand were sent 
out to Glen island on vacations of a day 
each. 
The chief object of the New York Work­ 
ingwomen^ Protective union is to see that 
workingwomen are paid for their work. 
Most of tho women connected with the 
union give their services gratuitously, and 
through their efforts many friendless work­ 
ing girls have been enabled to secure the 
salaries out of which dishonest employers 
aud “confidence” business men would have 
cheated them. 
Of tho forty-eight national societies of 
women in this country, the Woman’s Chris­ 
tian Tenqieranco union, with a membership 
of 210,000, is the largest, 
Then follow the 
missionary, the peace, the suffrage organi­ 
zations and philanthropic societies, number­ 
ing in all nearly 300,000 members. Twelve 
of these organizations have joined with the

We left New 
York at noon, slipped silently cut past 
Bandy H ooh aLd ibe next day were out 
of s gilt of vtsEtla of auy kind. My only 
diversion for the first (ow da) s was that 
fashionable malady known as sea sick­ 
ness. 
Sympathetic reader; were you 
ever st a eick ? A description of ones 
feelings on such an important occasion 
to those who have been there is unnec­ 
essary, and to those who have not it 
would be thrown away. 
Sea sickness is a condition too awful 
to be described; it has no commercial 
value, but when once experienced can 
never be forgotten. 
My indisposition ended, I found my­ 
self able to report three times a day, 
when the steward rang the bell for 
meals, with great regularity. I failed 
finally, however, on one particular. It 
seems there is a very ancient custom 
which is religiously observed even in 
these modern days by all stewards and 
cooks on board of sailing vessels, and 
that is to make hash twice every day, 
morning and evening.

K OKD1NAM E to amend an orbirar.ee en­ 
titled **An ordinance pretcribirg the hre 
lim it* of the city, and 
the conbtiatturn of 
buildings therein.” being No. 95. 
The Mayor anil Common (’mitten of the City of 
Janesville do ordain as follow s : 
.Section I . Section 2 of an ordinance enti­ 
tled an “ordinance prescribing the hre lim its 
of the city. and the construction of buildings 
therein,” i- hereby amended by tanking out of 
paid section, the words “or other hre proof ma­ 
terials,” from the hfth line of eaid section as 
the bam* appears in the printed book panted 
in 1882, containing the < harter and ordinances 
of said city, and by inserting the word "or” 
after the word ”ct< ne” at the end of the fourth 
line of eaid printed ordinance, and by lnrert n^ 
after the word \ I used” at the end of the forty* 
first line of tai"* section as so printed ihe fol 
lowing: "Any platfoiin. stair. walk. balcony or 
structure other than a building, any port on of 
which shall be sore than tw elve feet fn m the 
ground, iball be either wholly made of or 
wholly rover ri with, iron or some other fire 
proof material.’ * n i by str.k ng out all of 
said section 2 efter the word "provisions” in 
the forty fourlh line of said section as so 
printed, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: "within said tire lim its, except on 
Main street or Milwaukee street, by an atfirma 
tive vote of two-thi Cs of all the aldermen of 
said city. Every application for such permis­ 
sion shall be made in writing, and shall si e -ify 
the length, breath and m ight of the proposed 
building, tr e materials of which it ie prop ped 
to construct the same, the purposes for which 
eaid building i- to be used. and the distances 
in every .ti rectum to the buildings nearest to 
thesite of such proposed building.’ 
(Section 2). Section 3 of said ordinance No 
95 is hereby amended so e s to read as follow s- 
"Sections. No building »r part of building or 
other rtructure, within the fire limit*, which 
does not conform in its construction to the re 
qnirem entsof this ordtr anre, shall be raiefd 
enlarged or removed to any other place within’ 
said limits, nor shall any such building or 
othnr structure, tie moved into the territory em­ 
braced in said lire lim its, nor shall any such 
building or other str eture within said limit* 
which may hereafter be damaged to the extent 
of fifty per cent of the value thereof hero- 
I aired or rebuilt, nor shall any filch building 
or other structure after being damaged Ie « 
than fifty per cent of its value, be made higher 
or to occupy more space than lief ore sueiTin- 
jury 
The amount or extent of any damage 
done to any building or other structure, within 
said Ure lim its may he determined by three 
disinterested 1 Cholents of said city, to be- ap­ 
pointed by the common e uneil, on applica­ 
t e n, and the tlecn-ion of the three persons so 
chosen, or a majority of them, snail ne report^ 
ed in writing to the common council for its ac­ 
tion.” 
(Section 3). Section 4 of said ordinance No 
95, is hereby amended so a s to read as follows' 
Section I ’ Any building, platform, walk bal­ 
cony or other structure which shall be emot­ 
ed, enlarged, removed or repaired, or in proees i 
of erection, removal, enlargement or repair’ 
c o n tr a lto the provisions of this ordinance 
shall bo deemed a nuisance; and the common 
council may, after reasonable notice in writing 
to the owner, or his agent, to abate the same 
by written order requi-e the city marshal to 
raze such building or ocher structure to the 
ground. The marshal shall fulfill the require­ 
ments of such order and report the exj>ense 
thereof to the eowmon council, aud the owner 
,F'1ucb bu.'RfiNtf «>r other structure, shall to 
liable to said city for such expense. 
(Section 4). Section 5 of said ordinance No 
65 is hereby amended by adding to caid sect*.rn 
the following: * And ca. h day, during any part 
of which any building, platform, walk. balcony 
or other structure, erected, moved, enlarged or 
repaired, or in process of erect ion, removal, en - 
largemcnt oi repair, in violation of th:s ordi­ 
nance, shall be maintained shall consiitut- 
and be deemed a separate violation of said or 
dinance. 
(Section S). This ordmaee rhail take effect 
and be in force on and after its passage ired 
publication.!
